The truely great and good King ALrreD began to reign in the Year 871. 
He found his Kingdom in a moſt deplorable Situation, the cruel and treacherous 
Danes ſwarming on every Side. After ſome Time his Subjects, terrified, fled into 
Wales, or ſubmitted to the Enemy. From hence he found himſelf obliged to 
yield to the Torrent of Misfortune, without reſigning his Courage or kis Hope 
He even engaged in the Service of his own Cowherd, and in that low Station be- 
haved with a wonderful Humility and Patience. He afterwards conquered the 
Danes both by Sea and Land, and the Kingdom flouriſhed under his paternal Care. 

To be the better able to extend his Munificence and Charity, he regulated his 
Finances with an exact Oeconomy, and divided his Revenue into a certain Num- 
ber of Parts, which he ſeverally appropriated to different laudable Purpoſes, He 
alſo ſtrictly divided his Time into three equal Portions, allotting one to Sleep, 
Meals, and Exerciſe ; and devoting the other two to Reading, Writing, Buſineſs, 
and Prayer. | | 

He formed a wiſe Plan of Government, and made a diligent Progreſs in the 
Execution of it: He divided the Kingdom into Counties, Hundreds, and 'Ty- 
things, in which one Man out of ten was to have an Eye over the others, and to 
be accountable for their Conduct, and that of their Families. He compiled an ex- 
cellent Body of Laws, and was the Author of that ineſtimable Privilege peculiar 
to the Subjects of Great-Britain, viz. of being tried by their Peers. Upon Affairs 
of Importance he uſed to conſult wiſe Men. 

He introduced the Art of making Bricks, and built his own Houſes with them; 
in which he was followed by his Subjects. He was a good Proficient in uſeful 
Sciences, notwithſtanding the groſs Ignorance of the Times which he lamented. 
He was an excellent Hiſtorian, and acknowledged to be the beſt Poet of his Lan- 
age and Age: And with great Juſtice and Tenderneſs he exerciſed the Func- 
tions of ſovereign Power. To conclude, his public Character is ſaid to have ac- 
quired the Veneration of all his Neighbours ; and his private Life to have betrayed 
no Blemiſh or Imperfection. |

Jams I. King of Scotland, at the Death of Queen EL IZ AIT, ſucceeding to the Crown of 
England, was the firſt King of Great-Britain ; a weak Prince, conceited of his own Abilities, im- 
moderately fond of Flattery, and ſeduced by it ; profuſely extravagant and often pinched with 
Want. Amuſed for ſeven Years with the Hope of a Marriage betwixt his Son Caries and the 
Infanta Mas 1a, Daughter of PBIL Ir III. King of pain, he ſubmitted to make mean and unworthy 
Sacrifices, to obtain that darling Object, which yet miſcarried. 

His Son C”arLes I. married the Princeſs HENRIETTA of France. For the firſt fifteen Years 
he purſued arbitrary Meaſures, till Oppoſition grew too violent for hearkening to any Conceſſions he 
could afterwards offer. Hereupon the deſtructive civil Wars broke out in 1642 (the dreadful 
Popiſb Rebellion and Maſſacre in Ireland having been begun the preceding Year). This unfortu- 
nate King ended his Life on the Scaffold. The Wars in Great-Britain and Ireland continued till 

1681, above two Years after his Death. 
is Son CuarLes II. after having undergone many ſevere Trials for about the 8 of 
twelve Years, was at length peaceably placed on the Hritiſb Throne. He was, in Regard to his 
perſonal Character, far inferior to his 8 in Virtue. Forgetful of his paſt Hardſhips, or not 
drawing

drawing the proper Inſtructions from them, he was prodigal, careleſs, vicious, died a Papiſt, and 


without any legitimate Iſſue. : ; g 

His younger Brother, the late Duke of York, afterwards King James II. was an arbitrary Prince, 
and a Pepiſh Bigot. England, &c. having much to fear from him, the Prince of Orange, af- 
terwards King WII LIAM, landed with ſome Troops, and was joined by the Britiſp Army and 
Navy. King Jams retired to France; he ſoon after returned to Ireland, and cauſed a very cruel 
civil War there, which laſted about three Years, till at length his Party was utterly ronted. 

For King WII LIAu the third and his Conſort Queen Mary was reſerved the Glory of eſtab- 
liſhing, to the ſundry Denominations of Proteſtants, a general Toleration or Liberty of Conſci- 
ence in religious Worſhip. In the firſt Year of their Reign an Act of Parliament paſſed for this 
Purpoſe ; which put an End to the Perſecution cruelly carried on during great Part of the Reign 


* of CHaRLes II. in direct Contradiction to his own Declaration at Breda before his Acceſſion to 


the Throne. This Act had a natural Tendency to unite Subjects of divers Perſuaſions in mutual 
Affection, to encourage Induſtry and Commerce, and to ſtrengthen the Proze/ant Intereſt. 

Queen Anne (Siſter of the above-mentioned Queen Max r) purſued the ſame Plan during the 
Life of her Huſband Prince Gzoxce of Denmark. After his Death a Change of Miniſtry and 
Meaſures enſued. Perſecution began again to threaten, but its violent Deſigns were rendered abor- 


tive by the Queen's Death. In her ended the Caledonian Line or Royal Family of the STUarTs. 


King Gzores I. II. III. of the Houſe of Bruxfevick, Electors of Hanover, and (through the Fa- 
vour of Providence to theſe Nations) Kings of Great-Britain, indulgent to all conſcientious and 


loyal Subjects, have renewed to us the Enjoyment of the ineſtimable Bleſüngs of civil and religious 


Liberty, and ſteadily purſued the Support of them. Every Kind of Plots and Attempts made by 
ſuch as preferred ſelfiſh and violent Deſigns to the Peace and Proſperity of the BxiT1isn Realms 


has continually terminated in a Blaſt, for which ſpecial Mark of the Regard of Heaven to us 
ve are in Duty bound to be ever humbly thankful. | b

An Illuſtration of theſe memorable Parts of Engli Hiſtory appears to be well worthy of being 
attentively peruſed, conſidered, and gratefully commemorated. It is therefore here briefly ſub- 
joined. | 

1. In 1588, (in the Reign of Queen ELizazeTH) the Invincible Armada, the moſt powerful 
naval Armament which the World had till that Time ever ſeen, was chiefly conquered and deſtroy- 
ed by Storms. | 

2. In $96, a like Attempt was made again; But, ſays Ray1x, a violent Storm ariſing in the 
*«« midſt of the Voyage, ſeveral of the Ships were loſt, and the reſt ſo diſperſed that the Fleet was 
«« rendred unſerviceable for this Year, Thus EL1zaBzTH had the Pleaſure of hearing that it was 
«« diſabled from 8 before ſhe knew of its ſailing.” 

3- In 1605, in the Reign of King James I. was the Gunpowder Plot deeply laid, but by the 
Miſcarriage of a Letter to a Nobleman, whom the Plotters were willing to ſave, when near ripe for 
putting in Execution, timely diſcovered and prevented. | 

4. In 1688, when King WiLLiam was made the Inſtrument of England's happy Deliverance 


from the dreadful Yoke of Popery, the Winds varied and calmed juſt when he needed them, and 


his Fleet was carried proſperouſly through the Seas, while that of the Enemy was ſhut up in the 
Port. When his Fleet was ſecured, the Winds broke in a violent Storm upon that which came 
ainſt him, and ſcattered and forced their Ships into Ports, by which their Hopes and the Fears 
the Proteſtants were at the ſame Time extinguiſhed. 
5+ Again, it has been obſerved that had King WiLL1am loſt his Life in the Battle of the Boyne in 
Treland, in 1690, in which his Shoulder was grazed by a Cannon-ball, the Revolution had been

6. In 1692, a formidable Armament embarked to invade England when in no Condition to re- 
ſiſt it. Biſhop Bua NnEv ſays, If the Winds had favoured the French, they themſelves would have 
** brought us the firſt News of their Deſign.” The Winds turned contrary to them, but ſo favou- 
rable to England that her whole Force was brought together before they could advance. *

the whole of this Affair there was a remarkable Conjunction of extraordinary Interpoſitions of Pro- 
vidence ; it ended in a ſignal Victory, and in the Deſtruction of the beſt Part of the Enemy's 
Fleet on their own Coaſt, and in their very Sight. | 4 

7. In 1696, they again reſolved to make another Attempt, with an additional Plot to aſſaſſinate 
the King, which was diſcovered but two Days before it was to have been executed, while by a 
kind Providence the Fleet of England, which was deſigned to have been ſent to a very 1 — 
Diſtance, was kept in our Ports by croſs Winds, contrary to what is ordinary at that Seaſon of the 
Year. They then ſaw their Deſign impracticable and diſperſed themſelves. 

8. In 1715, in the Reign of King GOR I. the French raiſed in our Country an Army of Re- 
bels. What muſt the Conſequence have been, had France been ſuffered to land a power- 
ful Body of Forces to ſecond thoſe Rebels, while the whole regular Force in the Nation did not 
amount to ten Thouſand Men ? But this appears to have been prevented by one timely Stroke, even 
the Death of the French King Lewis XIV. 

9. Again in 1718, the King of Spain ſent a Fleet in Favour of the Pretender, under the Com- 
| mand of the Duke of Ormond, which ſailed from Cadiz and proceeded as far as Cape Finifterre, where 44 
1 it was diſperſed and diſabled by a violent Storm, which entirely defeated the purpoſed Expedition. 

4 10. In 1743, in the Reign — Gon Il. the French got together againſt England an Em- 
2 barkation conſiſting of ſixteen thouſand Men, with Arms for the Friends of the Jacobite Intereſt 
here to the Number of many Thouſand Stands beſides. Having put off to Sea, they were preſently 
by a Storm wrecked, ſunk, and daſhed on the Shore. The Bodies of many Hundreds were taken up 
on the French Coaſt, and that Fleet was totally diſabled without a Stroke from the Eng, or be- 
fore they ſet ſail to attempt it. 

Two Years after this a Rebellion was again ſet on Foot, a 2 Part of the Country over run by 
the Rebels, the Arrival of a French Army on our Coaſts daily dreaded, England left deſtitute of 
Forces for its own Defence yet watchful Providence ſo prevented ſome Deſigns and ordered 
others that this frightful Inſurrection was at Length ſuppreſt.
